To the writer 
it seems that this alleged shortage is 
purely one produced by agreement among 
the reality holders of the city. Being 
engaged again in a search for a place to 
live, the writer finds no difficulty in locat- 
ing vacant houses, flats or apartments. 
The one difficulty encountered is finding 

-“@ place of residence within reasonable 
figures. There are any number of vacant 
houses which are held in order to force a 
sale. 

That there is a rea! hardship being per- 
petrated on those who rent property in 
this city cannot be denied, and the situ- 
ation is one which merits legislative ac- 
tion. There are two benefits which could 
accrue from this state of affairs if suf- 
ficient legislative action were taken by 
the city Government. The latter is in 
need of subjects of taxation and in need 
of increased revenue. Therefore, let the 
city levy a special and heavy tax on all 
vacant residence property. There would 
then be a fruitful source of revenue and 
a splendid solution of the housing situa- 
tion.
